Sanitary  Circumstances''  of  the  Area 

WATER  ajPPLY 

20  further  connections  to  the  water  mains  were  made  during  the 
year  making  the  total  number  of  houses  now  connected  734  in  addition 
to  other  properties 

21  samples  of  water  from  the  three  public  supplies  were  taken, 

Four  of  the  samoles  from  one  borehole  were  not  up  to  the  standard  for 
a public  supply,  and  a chlorination  plant  was  fixed  at  this  station 
The  supplies  from  the  other  two  sources  were  satisfactory, 


Excessive  pumping  was  necessary  during  the  year,  particularly 
through  the  very  dry  summer  months,  but  the  yield  of  water  was  good 
and  it  was  not  necessary  to  impose  any  restrictions. 

A short  extension  to  the  water  main  was  made  at  Castle  Road 
DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Particulars  of  the  new  drainage  to  the  sewers  are  given  under 
the  heading  of  work  done 

23  further  connections  to  the  sewers  were  made  during  the  year 
making  the  total  number  of  houses  now  connected  646  in  addition  to 
other  properties.  A short  extension  to  the  sewer  wa.s  made  in  Castle 
Road,  and  also  in  Castle  Lane
